The  apparent  delay  in  'putting  the 
preliminary  affairs  of  the  haul?  into 
definite  shape  has  been  due  to  the 
unsettled  .state  of  the  bankiug  and 
currency  bureau  at  Washington, 
caused  by  the  incoming  of  a  new  ad¬ 
ministration,  the  office  of  Comptroller 
of  the  Treasury,  an  official  whose 
sanction  and  signature  were  neces¬ 
sary,  being  vacant  for  nearly  a  month. 

Via  meeting  held  at  the  residence 
of  Mr.  Thomas  Oakes  on  the  evening 
of  the  18th  nit.  officers  and  directors 
were  chosen,  articles  of  association 
drawn  up  and  organization  certificates 
signed  by  the  directors.  A  compli¬ 
ance  with  the  National  Banking  Act 
requires  the  signatures  and  affidavits 
of  every  shareholder  to  the  above- 
mentioned  documents.  In  order  that 
the  new  institution  might  convenient¬ 
ly  aud  expeditiously  meet  the  require¬ 
ment,  310  shares  of  the  stock  were 
taken  in  the  name  of  Thomas  Oakes, 
30  of  them  on  his  own  j>ersonal  sub¬ 
scription,  the  remaining  589  repre¬ 
senting  77  other  subscribers,  to  be 
transferred  to  them  as  fast  as  their 
subscriptions  are  paid  in. 

Messrs.  Thomas  Oakes,  Win.  A. 
Baldwin  and  Willard^Richards  were 
appointed  a  committee  to  proceed  to 
Washington  and  pivsecute  the  organ¬ 
ization  of  the  bank  before  the  Comp¬ 
troller.  They  were  successful  in  their 
efforts.  The  Comptroller,  ujH>n  a 
prnjK-r  representation  of  the  case, 
complied  With  the  request. 

\t  a  second  meeting  held  at  Mr. 
(iakes's  house  on  the  23th,  the  corn 
mittee  reported  that  the  application 
for  a  bauk,  to  be  called  The  Bloom 
field  National  Bank  was  approved  by 
the  Comptroller,  and  that  the  title 
would  1*0  held  for  60  days.  The 
question  of  location  was  discussed  at 
tins  meeting.  Various  sites  were 
talked  of  It  was  finally  decided  to 
locate  on  Broad  street,  and  Vice  Pres¬ 
ident  Baldwin  was  directed  to  pur¬ 
chase  the  plot  of  ground,  50  by  130 
feet,  next  south  of  Geib’s  Bakery. 
President  Oakes  appointed  Messrs. 
Wra.  A  Baldwin,  Edward  G.  Ward, 
Halsey  M  Barrett,  Willard  ‘Richards 
aiul  Polhemus  Lyon  a  committee  to 
prepare  plans  for  a  building  anti  re- 
port  at  a  future  meeting.  The  same 
o  r uniit tee  were  also  instructed  to  se¬ 
cure  suitable  quarters  in  which  to 
cmuience  business  at  once,  pending 
the  erection  of  a  l*ank  building.  l>r.  j 
H  K.  lticbards  was  directed  to  pre¬ 
pare  by  laws  to  be  presented  for  rati 
float  in  at  the  next  meeting.  No  defi-  [ 
mite  date  tins  l>een  fixed  for  the  com¬ 
mencement  i  f  business,  but  the  bank  ' 
will  prolwbly  1*?  in  in  running  order  i 
by  the  first  of  July.
